Passengers coming to Chicago over the Illi- 
nois Central railroad after May 1, 1893, will 
arrive at the new passenger depot now being 
built at Park row and the Lake-Front. 
Ground was broken for the new building June 
5 this year, and already the work has pro- 
gressed to a point where the building of the 
superstructure may soon begin.

Lively Set-To in the Office of the South Park 
Commissioners, in Which Martin J. Rus- 
sell and John Gaynor Are the Principals 
— Bystanders Interfere to Stop What 
Promised to Be an Interesting Mill—The 
Trouble Grows Out of Grand Boulevard 
Improvements. 

Martin J. Russell, a South Park Commission- 
er, and John Gaynor, a prominent Hoard of 
Trade and commission man, came 
yesterday afternoon in the office of the board 
in the Rookery. 

There were no arrests. The hospital ambu- 
lance was not called. The services of a physi- 
cian or surgeon were not demanded. In 
short, it was a bloodless battle. Still it was 
give and take, with bare knuckles, from the 
start until the spectators crowded over the 
ropes and stopped the fight. 


Mr. Gaynor had intimated in a communica- 


tion to the board that an unusual and reed 
cious interest had been taken by that body in 
certain portions of the South Park district to 
the neglect of other portions. Mr. Russell in- 
timated that Mr. Gaynor was areckless break- 
er of a part of the decalogue, and then the fun 
began. | 

Mr. Gaynor, in giving an account of the 
trouble, begins where all stories should begin 
—at the beginning. He says he is one of the 
many unhappy people who live on Grand 
boulevard, south of Forty-fifth street, his ex- 
act place of residence being No. 4816. They 
are unhappy and likewise indignant, some of 
them, Mr, Gaynor says, because the boule- 
yard has been neglected by the board, while 
Michigan avenue, Drexel boulevard, and 
other parts of the district are improved and 
made pleasant in all respects for the people 
who are lucky enough to live on them. 

We have no sidewalks, said Mr. Gaynor, 
from Forty-fifth street to Washington Park. 
On dry days we are dust and on wet days our 
name is mud. This spring, you know, 
we were a little long on rain [Mr. 
Gaynor speaks as a man on Change] and the 
Grand boulevardieres had to swim, wade, or 
perish. All that this energetic and public- 
spirited South Park Board did at that time 
was to station a erossing-sweeper at Forty- 
eighth street, which is not opened and in 
which vicinity there are no residents. At my 
own expense I had the crossing at Forty-sev- 
enth street planked so as to enable me and 
my neighbors to reach dry land. 

Gaynor Writes a Letter. . 

„Well. that sort of thing caused great vexa- 
tion of spirit, and I wrote a letter to the board 
complsining of the neglect of Grand boule- 
vard and calling attention to its improvement 
of Michigan avenue and Drexel boulevard. 
I also stated that I had heard it intimated 
that the board had interests of its own which 
were best subserved by doing as it had done. 
There had been considerable talk of that 
nature, and my object was to call the board’s 
attention to it. The letter met with no re- 
sponse. 


Finding that the board continued to 


neglect us a petition was circulated, asking it 
to examine the condition of G boulevard 
and to take some steps towafd remedying 
matters. It was signed by nearly everybody 
on both sides of Grand boulevard from Forty- 
third street south. What we wanted particu- 
larly was sidewalks, stone or concrete, Mr. 
e eg Mr. Lynch, and myself, with 

the petition, called at the office of the board 
about 1:45 o'clock this afternoon. The book-

ILLINOIS CENTRAL HEAD END COLLISION, 


A Freight Train Rushes Into the New Or- 
leans Limited and Two Are Killed. 

Awna, III., Aug. 10.— [Special. -A head-end 
collision occurred on the Illinois Gentral 
railroad this morning between the north- 
bound Chicago-New Orleans Limited and a 
south-bound freight train, The two trains 
met on a curve at a point 
miles north of Anna, between the 
stations of Cobden and Makanda. 
A gang of section men at work on the track 
heard the two trains approaching and made 


strenuous efforts to stop them by flagging. 


The flag was seen by Engineer McCosh of 
the passenger-train in time for him to reverse 
his engine and reduce the high speed of his 
train considerably. He and his fireman then 
jumped for their lives. Engineer George 
Marsh of the freight tram saw the 
flagman and the huge passenger en- 
gine beyond almost simultaneously, and had 
barely time to plunge through the cab window 
before the engines crashed together. He and 
his fireman jumped, and both escaped with 
slight bruises. The freight engine was under 
full headway and running twenty miles an 
hour when it struck the passenger engine. 
A dozen freight cats were piled in a mass. 
The tender of the passenger engine was 
jammed through the forward end of the bag- 
gage car. Here was found the crushed body 
of John O’Keefe, a citizen of Anna, employed 
by the railroad company as tie inspector. 
Charles Kline, a freight brakeman, died this 
evening frorn injuries received in falling from 
a box car. Conductor McEwen of the freight- 
train was also hurt. The collision is said to 
have resulted because of an order giving 
the freight-train an hour of the paseenger’s 
time, when the latter train was on time, A

driven ranging, according to the weight to de 
carried, from eight to seventy-two. They are 
ofthe strongest timber, driven deep in the 
ground and are cut off three feet below the 
city datum, or on an average fifteen feet be- 
low the surface of the ground. A solid bed of 
concrete surrounds each of these clusters toa 
depth of eighteen inches from the top of the 
piles, forming a band which cements it into 
one solid piece. On this bed of concrete there 
are laid 12x12 oak timbers,and across that other 
oaken timbers 6x12, all surrounded by con- 
crete, and it is upon the surface of this that 
the masonry work is started, 

Huge blocks of stone are built up from 
this solid concrete bed to within a short dis- 
tance of the surface of the ground, and on 
these rest the iron columns which support the 
building. There are 101 of these piers, or in- 
itial points, as they are called, carrying the 
weight of the entire structure. All of the 
wood work, besides being encased in concrete, 
is under water at alltimes of the year, and 
this will serve to preserve the wood from de- 
cay. Said Supt. J. T. Darling of the piles 
and the probabic length of time they will last: 

Will Only Grow Stronger with Time. 


So far as we are able to judge the timbers 
put down under the foundations of the new 
depot will last longer than the stone on top. 
Any change that there may be will be in the 
form of crystallization or petrification, and

that will serve to make the wood stronger and 
more impervious to all the elements. We 
have taken out piles in our work here that 
have been down for any number of years and 
we have found the wood not only sound but 
much harder than when originally put in the 
ground. One hundred years from teday these 


timbers will be stronger and better than they 


are today, unless the lake should fall several 
feet and leave the tops exposed, That is a 
contingency we do not look for, but even if it 
should come they would probably be so well 
seasoned that it would make no difference.“ 
Two big trenches are being dug, twenty feet 
wide, fifteen feet deep, and running under- 
neath the tracks. These are the two subways 
which will permit passengers to reach their 
trains without crossing the tracks, a feature 
which the officials think will prove a most nc- 
ceptable one. In all railroad stations where 
the tracks run through the depot, as will be 
the case in this one, passengers must cross 


tracks, dodge engines, and perhaps climb over 


the platforms of intervening coaches to reach 
their trains. This will be avoided by the use

WILL BE NO NEW AMERICAN CARDINAL. 


The Pope’s Plans Frustrated by Corrigan’s 
and Ireland’s Opposing Views. 
Lonpon, Aug. 11.—The Chronicle's Rome 
correspondent says the Pope’s desire to make 
an American Cardinal at the next consistory 
has been frustrated by the divergence of 
views of Archbishops Corrigan and Ireland. 


The Pope has resolved to appoint the Very 


Rev. Charles John Vaughan, Bishop of West- 
minster, to the Cardinalate at the earliest op- 
portunity. 

Burraro, N. T., Aug. 10.—[Special. ]—The 
Rev. Patrick Cronin, the Catholic priest, who 
has recently been in Washington, where it is 
supposed he learned a number of state secrets, 
was asked today if he knew anything of the 
proposed elevation of Archbishop Ireland to 
the Cardinalate, I don’t know anything 
about it,“ said Father Cronin. ‘Archbishop 
Ireland told me when in New York that he 
had heard reports of that nature and that they 
had annoyed and irritated him. Then, again, 
I heard a story that Mr. Blaine, when Secre- 
tary of State, with the consent of President 
Harrison had written a letter to the Pope ask- 
ing that in the selection for the Cardinalate 
Archbishop Ireland's name receive favorable 
consideration. 


CHAMPION DOG DIES AT PHILADELPHIA. 


He Was a Pug with a Perfect Tail and 
Won Fourteen First Prizes.

YELLOW FEVER AT PORT TAMPA, FLA. 


Crew of a Schooner from Havana Down 
with the Scourge. _ 

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 10.—[Special.|]—The 
schooner Eva Douglass from Havana to Port 
Tampa to load with phosphate is at quaran- 
tine station below Egemont Key with six well- 
developed yellow fever cases on board.

“OLD SPORT” CAMPANA’S 
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Dr. Montgomery in the New York Inde- 
pendent” of Vesterday. 

An article by the Rev. Dr. Montgomery de- 
fending the accusations against Dr. Henry 
Scudder and his subsequent suicide appeared 
in the New York Independent yesterday. The 
article is approved by Doremus and Dora M. 
Scudder, and gives for the first time the fami- 
ly’s version of the alleged crime of Dr.Scudder. 
The article states that it is written to attempt 
to right a great wrong, to prevent an inno- 
cent and noble man from being condemned 
without a hearing, and is written voluntarily 
by Dr. Montgomery. 

Dr. Montgomery says that the family of 
Dr. Scudder denies emphatically every charge 
made against him with the exception of the 
removal of the tin box which contained the 
will of Mrs. Dunton, to which the family at- 
taches no blame. The arrest of Dr. Scudder and 
the occurrences of Sunday, Feb. 7, are de- 
clared to have tended to excite and unsettle 
Scudder’s mind. Mrs. Dora Scudder fs 
quoted as saying that her husband was first 
attracted to her mother’s room by noises of a 

uarrel between the former and the girls. 
When Mrs. Scudder ached the room she 
found her husbana attired in an overcoat at- 
tempting to administer a hypodermic injec- 
tion. 

Dr. Montgomery says that newspaper criti- 
cisms brought about Dr. Scudder’s mal- 
ady, and that two days after he 
was suspected of poisoning Mrs. Dunton 
there was no doubt of his insanity. Dr. Ly- 
man in his statement places Dr. Scudder’s in- 
sanity after the event of the week following 
the suspicions. 

Dr. Montgomery offers evidence to prove 
that Dr. Scudder was not guilty of any of the 
charges against him. He says that Dr. Scud- 
der and his wife lived happily and that the 
former never ill-treated any one until made 
insane by unjust suspicions.

It is not an uncommon thing for members 
of the House immediately upon adjournment 
of the session to secure publication of speeches 
reviewing the business of the session, which 
of course never have been delivered, in a sup- 
plemeutal issue of the Congressional Record, 
and there as a rule they are buried. Several 


Congress have done this, among them the 
scrimping demagogue of the Big Miami. Mr. 
Thomas Watson of Georgia, however, the gen- 
tloman who caught Mr. Cobb, the maudlin 
member of Alabama, with a snap shot as he 
was inquiring of the Speaker, Where was I 
at? has not availed himself of this privilege. 
He waited until he was safely at home among 
his constituents at Thomaston, and told them 
face to face just what this Democratic House 
of 148 majority has done. 

Mr. Watson has been all his life a violent 
partisan Democrat, and is still a Democrat, 
though advocating the fiat money schemes of 
the Alliance cranks. His observations on the 
spot, therefore, have an unusual interest. He 
has watched the proceedings through specta- 
cles one glass of which is Alliance 
and the other Democratic. He hates 
Republicans and every national measure 
which they have favored, including the World’s 
Fair. He has not been actuated in criticising 
the Democrats by any desire to heip the Re- 
publican party in his caustic résumé of the 
work of this Democratic House. It must be 
assumed then that he has reviewed that work 
with a sincere and honest purpose to hew ta 
the line, no matter where the chips fall or 
whose chips they are. In a word, he has held 
the mirror up to the Democratic party and in- 
vited it to look at its own reflection. How 
does it like the picture? How does itseem to 
be placed on the defensive and to have its 
faults pointed out by one of the members of 
its own camp, though serving in an annex? 

And what an array of faults Mr. Watson 
marshaled before his constituents and how 
aptly he characterized them! Some of them 
are commented upon elsewhere in this issue, 
but in a general way he confirms the charges 
made by.

1. There is absenteeism and neglect of duty.

PURIFICATION OF SEWAGE. 

The Engineering Record quotes the reported 
results of investigations made by officers of 
the Hygienic Institute of Munich upon the 
growth of certain plants in the River Isar as 
indicative of the process of self-purification in 
that stream in its downward flow after re- 
ceiving the sewage of Munich. Prof. Von 
Pettenkofer, the chief of the bureau, believes 
that in running streams a moderate quantity 
of human excreta is decomposed and rendered 
harmless in the course of a few miles of flow. 
He supposes this does not depend on mere 
dilution or subsidence, but on the velocity 
of the stream, and particularly on the 
presence of free oxygen in the water, ths 
beihg connected with the action of green alge 
and other water plants. Observation shows 
that a peculiar form of vegetable life, some- 
times called the sewage fungus, grows lux 
uriantly about a mile below the point where 
the sewage enters the Isar, abounds seven miles 
lower down, and disappears farther off. The 
inference is that after about twelve miles of 
flow the turbulent stream is so far purified 
from nitrogenous organic matter that it no 


longer contains enough of it to support the 


growth of the sewage fungus. Also it has 
been found that at the mouth of the sewer the 
cubic centimeter of fluid contained 198,000 
bacteria, while twenty miles lower the number 
bad diminished to 3,602, and a mere trace a 
few miles farther. But the purification 
here referred to applies only to residential 
sewage, that is, to water fouled with 
human excreta, and not to that fouled with 
industrial waste products of various kinds of 
manufacture, many of which are directly 
poisonous to both animal and vegetable life in 
water. It is objected by another writer that 
probably the purification produced by alge 
is insignificant compared with that due to 
aerobic bacteria, entomostracea, and other 
forms of animal and plant life. He holds that 
the importance of the presence of oxygen in 
the water is undoubted, but that its influence 
on the organic matter is exerted by favoring 
the growth of those organisms which require 
its presence as a condition of life, but that it 
does not act directly. 

If a mass of typhoid bacilli were discharged 
into a rapid current they might be carried to 
a greater distance before succumbing in the 
struggle for existence with other organisms 
than would have been the case with a slower 
The editor thinks that though 
much has been learned in regard to these 
things within the last ten years we are not yet 
sufficiently well informed concerning them to 
be justified in saying that a stream which has 
been polluted by sewage will be a safe source 
of water supply after it has flowed a stated 
number of miles, although people all along 
the Ohio River and the Mississippi use the 
water for potable purposes—some filtering it 
to remove the sediment.

SILVER CRISIS IN INDIA. 

A special dispatch to the London Times 
from Calcutta says that the leading papers 
there, in view of the alarming fall in rates of 
exchange, urge the government to close the 
mints immediately to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. They complain that the government is 


doing nothing to face the great crisis. 


What can the English Government do “ to 
face the great crisis ? It cannot lift silver 
above its commercial value and its financiers 
deem it undesirable that it should try to do so, 


| since any artificial value affixed to it would be 


only reason for another season of difficulty a 
little later on. as to closing the mints to the 
further coinage of silver, that is hardly to be 
thought of, certainly not in view of the pend- 
ing international conference having for its ob- 
ject the providing for an increased use of silver 
as money. The strongest reason the English 
government could have for coming to such an 
agreement is the desire to help Indiaout of the 
slough of despond into which it has been 
plunged by the use of a silver standari during 
all the years that the metal has been declining 
in purchasing value. There is room to hope 
that the meetings of the conference will pave 
the way for an international agreement ona 
new ratio for silver by which it can be used at 
its real value as determined by experts who 
will take into consideration all the circum- 
stances of the case, including such change in 
value as is likely to result from the increased 
demand for the metal to use as coin. If that 
prove impossible there will then be nothing 
left but for India to follow the example of 
European nations and close its mint to the 
coinage of silver, then get on the gold basis, 
which is the only one it can use in its com- 
mercial transactions with the world outside. 
Then silver will be left to droop without any 
friends, the, prospect being it will sink to far 
below its present value of about 65 cents on 
the dollar. And what will the free silverites 
say to this dilemma in India? The people of 
that country have enjoyed the free use of 
silver during all of the nearly twenty years it 
has been under a cloud elsewhere, only to 
find themselves embarrassed by the constant 
decline in the commercial value of this 
money. 


THE WHEAT HARVEST. 

The cutting and gathering of wheat in the 
United States have proceeded far enough to 
perinit intelligent estimates of the total 
yield. The winter wheat is below an average. 
It went into the cold season in bad shape, es- 
pecially by comparison with the exceptionally 
favorable conditions of twelve months earlier, 
and the wet weather of the spring months 
tended to the development of a heavy growth 
of straw at the expense of the gars of grain. 
As a consequence much disappointment has 
been expressed over the thrashing returns 
from a large part of the winter wheat area. 
Fields that were thought to promise a good 
yield have turned out but poorly, especially in 
States north of the Ohio River. 

Ine heavy rains of the, spring were still 
more unfavorable to a large yield in the 
Northwest. They delayed seeding at least 
three weeks, on the average, and no small 
quantity of that was done -on stubble land 
which had not been plowed since the gatner- 
ing of the crop of 1891, while a great deal of 
land was not seeded at ali, the ground being 
too wet to permit it till too late for hope of a 
return, So it is not now considered probable 
that the Dakotas and Minnesota will give 
more than 125,000,000 bushels, some estimates 
are a fifth less than that figure, and much de- 
pends on the time when the early frosts come 
along, they being unusually periious this year. 

Taking all the facts together, so far as the 
situation is developed, the total crop of 1892 is 
more likely to fall below 500,000,000 bushels 
than to exceed that quantity. Roughly speak- 
ing it will be not far from a fifth leas than that 
of 1891, the deficiency being half the 225,665,- 
000 bushels of wheat and flour exported from 
the crop of last year. Of course there may be 
some surplus from that crop available for 
shipment abroad within the coming twelve 
months. It would be strange if there were 
not, though such surplus cannot amount to 
half the difference between the two crops. 
Looking at the matter in any possible light 
we have not nearly as much wheat to spare as 
we had twelve months ago, and prices are 15 
cents per bushel lower now than were 
‘then. The government figutes for this month 
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Minor, Northern Africa, and the areas skirt- 
ing the west shore of the are 
decidedly inferior. italy, Hungary, Spain, 
and Portugal are raising 10 to 15 per cent less 
than in 1891, Great Britain eight to ten mill- 
ion bustels less; in Seandinavia the situation 
is extremely critical owing to low tempera- 
tures, and in Russia the yield of both wheat 
and rye will be less than average, though 5 to 
10 per cent better than last year. Taken all 
together Europe will have less wheat, though 
a little more rye, and the total cereal supply 


| outside of this continent cannot be much 


greater than that of last year. 

The latest news from Europe is to the effeci 
that the trade there bas canvassed the situa- 
tion, with the result of concluding that it will 
be necessary to buy largé quantities from us, 
and that the chances are in favor of its being 
done at higher prices rather than lower ones. 
It is not improbable that they will easily take 
dil we have to spare, but the matter of prices 
is subject to some other influences which 
sometimes deceive the most observant. And 
the terrible losses sustained by those who 
bought freely last August, because of supposed 
scarcity then, have made buyers cautious. It 
does not now look probable that there will be 
any great speculative excitement on the crop 
of this year to send quotations kiting skyward.

City of Chicago, to have and to hold, together 
with all the emoluments, profits, patronage,

HOW THE BRITISH GOODS WOULD BE 
PAID FOR. 

Tus Trreune stated that the immediate ef- 
fect of free trade would be so to increase the 
volume of imports fram England that the 
United States would take from three hundred 
to four hundred million dollars’ worth more 
than before; that those goods would displace 
similar products madein this country, and 
that as England would take but little more 
from the United States in the way of raw 
material than now, the bulk of these addi- 
tional purchases would have to be paid for in 
gold or silver, or with bonds, which are mort- 
gages. The junior Democratic organ says in 
reply: 

We might buy more English goods. Probably 
we would. But we would not pay for them in 
precious metals or bonds. We do not do business 


in that way. We would pay in merchandise just 
as we do now. 


The junior organ seems to be unable to free 
itself from the belief that nations swap goods 
as boys do jackknives or jockeys do horses. 
It imagines that it can see Uncle Sam holding 
up a lot of cotton, corn, wheat, beef, and pork, 
and saying to John Bull; What will you give 
me for the lot?“ And it can see John Bull 
passing over dress goods, cloth, cotton-prints, 
cutlery, earthenware, railroad steel, eto., until 
Uncle Sam says: 1 guess that is about 
square.“ Business is not carried on in that 
way, however.’’ Certain individuals in the 
United States known as importers make up 
their minds that the people will buy so much 
of a particular article. They bring over that 
quantity, sell it, and get the cash for it. If 
the country seems to be flourishing and every- 
body has money they bring a larger quantity. 
If people seem to be poor, they bring less. 

Other persons, finding a demand in England 
for American flour, cotton, or copper and 
petroleum export what they can sell there at 
a profit. But their shipments are not gov- 
erned by the quantity of dress goods, hard- 
ware, steel, etc., which the importers are en- 
deavoring to dispose of in the United States. 
Neither knows nor cares what ‘the other is 
doing. 

That is proved by the state of the trade be- 
tween this country and Cuba and Brazil. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1891, sev- 
eral individuals, believing that they could find 
purchasers in this country for large quantities 
of coffee, rubber, and other tropical products, 
imported them from Brazil to the value of 
$83,200,000. Other individuals, believing they 
could dispose of some American flour, furni- 
ture, railroad supplies, ete., in Brazil sold 
there $14,000,000 worth, It will be seen that 
the swap theory does not work in this 
ease. Only about one-sixth ot the Brazilian 
products were paid for in American mer- 
chandise. The remainder were paid for in 
gold, silver, or exchange—which means 
money. 

In 1890.91 there was brought to the United 
States from Cuba $61,000,000 worth of sugar, 
coffee, tobacco, fruits; etc. The American 
products consumed by the Cubans during the 
same time were valued at $11,900,000, That 
was far from bemg a thorough swap of com- 
modities, and the difference was paid in gold, 
silver, and bills of,exchange. Ihe importers 
who brought the sugar, tobacco, etc., here 
from Cuba for sale did not bother theinselves 
over the fact that the Cubams were buying 
comparatively little in American products. 

The “swap” theory does not hold good in 
international trade. Supposing that the 
United States under Cleveland’s free trade 
scheme were to buy per annum three or four 
hundred million dollars’ worth more of goods 
from England than it does now, what would 
it swap for this mass of British goods? What 
would it send to England in addition to what 


it sent previously under protection? It would 


. von ee 
the American cotton mills, but the Southern 


: : would get no more for it than 
before and he would lose part of his home 
market for his staple. This country would 
send sd much of the wool now consumed in 


American mills to England, and the producers | 


would get leas for it than they do now. This 
country would send but little more provisions 
or breadstuffs than now. These raw materials, 
however, would not pay fora third of the ex- 
tra imported manufactured goods, and the 
balance would have to be paid in some other 
way. There is no “other way but gold, 
silver, or bonds. 

The excess in value of imports would be 
paid for to England in this manner as long as 
the stock of the precious metals held out and 
the credit of the country was good, and until 
the American workmen saw plainly that they 
would have to come down to the English wage 
scale or starve. When they decided to accept 


low wages the manufacture of competing 


goods would begin again in this country and 
the influx of English goods would decrease, 
That is a logical statement of the case and the 
inevitable outcome of Cleveland’s free trade 
and tariff-for-revenue-only scheme. But while 
this influx of cheap British manufactures and 
the desperate struggle with the wage classes 
were going on this country would be suffering 
a financial panic of unprecedented severity. 


Concressman O' NNILL of St. Louis, the 
only Missourian who voted for the World’s 
Fair half appropriation, endeavors to apolo- 
gize for the disreputable conduct of his col- 
leagues and other anti-Fair Democrats by

Atthe time the World’s Fair appro- 
priation was under consideration these Hol- 
manic Brigadiers with economic yearnings 
had exceeded the appropriations for the corre- 
sponding session of the preceding Congress 
about forty million dollars, It was too late 
in the day, then, to make a reputation for 
economy by voting against the five million 
appropriation for the World's Fair. The eco- 
nomic reason was not heard while the bill 
was under consideration. That is an after- 
thought. Some Democrats opposed the ap- 
propriation on the grounds that the General 
Government had nothing to do with the Na- 
tional Fair. Others allegea with equal falsity 
that Chicago had promised through Frank 
Lawler to furnish any number of millions 
that might be needed, in addition to its ex- 
plicit promise, which was to furnish ten mill- 
ions and a site. Others fell back on the last 
excuse of people who can find no other objec- 
tion—that the appropriation was * unconstitu- 
tional.“ If Mr. O'Neill is anxious to know 
the real reason for the hostility of the South- 
ern Democrats Tas Trisung can tell him.

For all the changes noted are not to 
be explained on the hypothesis of a slow 
translation of ocean waters from one hemi- 
sphere to the other, though some of them may 
be held to prove that such a change is actu- 
ally in progress.

The importance of 
such a change may be better appreciat- 
ed when t is ‘understood t 0 
Desplaines River drains a watershed of the Chi- 
cago River this sid of Summit, while the entire 
watershed of the Chicago River this side of Sum- 
mit is about 300 square miles. In other words, 
two-thirds of the flood area may be 2 
suppressed. 7 under extreme conditions. 

The value of this work pending the eompletion 
of the main outlet of the district cannot be gajn- 
said. especially as a series of rainy seasons may 
be anticipated after the several seasons of extraor- 
dinarily dry weather. and the general sanitary 
condition is by no means reassuring. 

Your committee therefore urges that the work 
between Willow Springs and Summit be put un- 
der way at the earliest practicable date with a 
view of securing all needful correction of the 
river before next spring. To this end there is 
submitted herewith an ordinance covering the 
right of way required, also the orders necessary 
to enable the attorney to file the petition for the 
condemnation of the lands actually required 
with a view to trial at the October term of court; 
also the instructions tothe Joint Commiitee on 
Finance and Engineering in regard to securing 
the poonesnty right of way as expeditiously as 
possible.

‘THE COUNCIL FINANCE COMMITTEE 
INSPECTS THE WORK.

Mr. Onderdonk Sees That the Members 
Are Given a Comprehensive Idea of 
What Has Been Done—The Aldermen 
Pleased, but They Hint Nothing About 
the Probable Outcome of the Arbitra- 
tion—Some Trepidation About Braving 
the Compressed Air. 

Nine men, each of whom wore a large 
diamond in his shirt front, stood about the 
shaft at the four-mile crib yesterday afternoon 
and bantered each other to be the first to 
- descend. A fat man in a black silk shirt said 
he’d do it, but none of the others would take 
chances in his company until a tall man with 
a bald head said that he was willing. These 
two were Alds. Biegler and McGillin, and 
their friends with the blazing shirt bosums were 
associate mem bers of the Finance committee 
of the Common Council.

| GENERAL CROP AVERAGE REDUCED. 


Returns to the Agricultural Department 
Show Shrinkages in July. 

’ WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The crop re- 
turns of the Department of Agriculture show 
a slight improvement in the condition of 
corn, raising the monthly average from 81. I in 
July to 82.5in August. In only four years 
since the initiation of crop reports has there 
been a lower August condition. In the year 
of worst failure, 1881, it was 79, deelining to 
66 in October. in 1890 it was 73.3, declining 
to 70.6 in October. In August, 1886, it was 
80.7, and in 1887 it was 80.5, declining later 
only in the latter years. A slight i im prove- 
ment is indicated in the States north of the 
Ohio River and a greater advance iv the 
States west of the Mississippi River, except 
Kansas and Nebraska, Condition is high in 
nearly all, the Southern States, nearly the 
same as in July in the breadth west of the 
Mississippi, higher in the lower States of the

Atiantic coast, and slightly lower in Alabama. 


A small decline is seen in 

the Middle States, except New York, and also

The returns relating to spring wheat are 
lower, declining during the months from a 
general average of 90.9 to 87.3. Ihe reduc- 
tion is from 90 to 86 in Wisconsin, 92 to 87 in 
Minnesota, and 90 to 8 in North Dakota. 
There has been a slight advance in South 
Dakota and Nebraska, with no change in 
Iowa. In the mountain States the condition 
is generally high. In Washington a decline 
is reported from 90 to 78 as a result of blight- 
ing heat, and in Oregon from 91 to 7 

he condition of other crops averages as 
follows: Spring rye 89.8 instead of 92.7 
in July. Oats 86.2, a fall of one point. Bar- 
ley was 91.1 instead of 92. BuckWheat aver- 
age 101.3; condition 92.9. Potatoes 86.8, de- 
clining from 90. Tobacco 88.8, a fall from 
92.7. Hay 93.2. 

The August report of the Department of 
Agriculture shows a reduction in the condi- 
tion of cotton during July from 86.9 to 82.3. 
This is the lowest average since August, 1886, 
when the general condition was one point 
lower. The season has been almost every- 
where too wet, though in South Carolina and 
Geo! gia alternations of excessive rainfall and 
blistering sunshine have been injurious. In 
Texas need of rain is reported by some cor- 
respondents. 

The natural result of these conditions ap- 
pears in grassy fields, rank plant growth, and 
small fruitage, with considerable shedding. 
Grass worms and caterpillars have appeared 
in the more southern and western districts, 
but no material damage has yet resulted. 
The States’ averages of condition are: Ver- 
gipia, 83; North Carolina, 82; South Carolina, 
88: Georgia, 84; Florida, 81; Alabama, 83; 
Mississippi, 80; Louisiana, 83; Texas, 86; 
Arkansas, 75; Tennessee, 79.

EXHIBITION TRAIN BEING AB. 
RANGED TO ADVERTISE THEM. 


It Will Leave Omaha Sept. 15 and Go as 
Far East as Portland, Me.—Thirty Coun- 
ties to Be Represented and Enough 


Money Will Be Provided to Make the 


Enterprise Successful—There Will Be 
Five Cars—How the Exhibits Will Be 


Arranged. : 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 10.—[Special.}—The 
State Business-Men’s Association of Nebraska 
has arranged to send out a great exhibition 
train in September. This train will leave 
Omaha on the 15th and may run as far east as 
Portland, Me., unless a change of program is 
made later. 

The Advisory Board of the association met 
in Omaha July 25 and perfected the details of 
the work. It was decided that but thirty 
counties should be represented and that each 
county should pay $200 toward defraying the 
necessary expense. This money is to be paid 
over to the board not later than Aug. 
25, all paying the $200 except Lan- 
caster County, which is to pay $350, and 
Douglas County, $500. This will entitle 
each county to one delegate on the trip, and 
will include his fare, sleeper, and hotel bills. 


It is intimated, however, that each county 


should liberally supply its delegate with cash 
for all emergencies. Exhibit train No. 1 last 
year was such a success immigration con- 
tinues as a result. Should any county decide 
to send more than one boomer along $150 will 
be the additional charge for each. 

The train will be decorated by W. F. Coale 
of Lincoln and Allison Kull of Omaha. These 
men did this work last year, and many will re- 
call the attractive features presented. Messrs. 
Coale and Kull will also superintend the ar- 
ranging of exhbits. The trip will — 10 
more than thirty days and fast time will 
made between exhibition points. 

Two advance agents will start Sept. 1 to ad- 
vertise the train and make hotel arrange- 
ments. Each county represented must con- 
tribute not fewer than 15,000 pieces of adver- 
tising matter, and as much more as it feels 
like contributing. This will furnish not less 
than 450,000 circulars, pamphlets, folders, 
etc., to those who will attend to the distribu- 
tion, in addition to a train catalogue. 


Make-Up of the Train. 


The train will consist of one baggage-car, 
one sleeper, and three exhibit cars, or five in 
all—unless a sixth car is found necessary. 
Each delegate will carry credentials and must 
be a talker, well posted on why his county is 
the best county in creation and Nebraska the 
best State for farming in the Union. A com- 
plete vatalogue of the train will be issued and 
each county will be entitled to 2,000 words in 
that brochure. 

The route mapped out is from Omaha to 
Chicago over the Burlington and from Chica- 
go east over the Lake Shore road to Boston. 
Chicago will not be favored with an exhibit 
this year. It is thought that the farmers of 
Chicago are all too busy cultivating the 
Board of Trade option fields to hanker 
after fertile farms in Nebraska. 
So Chicago must peep at the train as it passes 
through or everlastingly miss the show. Pos- 
sibly, however, Chicago will get a chance to 
see the interior of these attractive cars on the 
return journey when time will be less of an 
ubject, tne central idea being to advertise in 
the East as early as possible. 

The return journey will be made over 
other roads to cover as much territory as pos- 
sible on the trip. Eastern Ohio will 
reached going East before the cars will 
opened for display. 

But ten feet of space on one side of acar 
will de allotted to a county. Grain and seeds 
are to be in one or two quart jars, and but 
one peck of each variety of vegetables will be 
permitted. Suitable receptacles will be fur- 
nished by those who arrange the exhibits. 
The railroads in Nebraska will furnish free 
transportation to Omaha for all exhibits sent 
to the committee in charge, and will other- 
wise assist in the work. R. F. Hodgin of 
Omaha is the general manager of the enter- 
prise and he is very sanguine of success in 
making a splendid showing and expects good 
results from the venture, 

„Nebraska is all right and can prove it,“ 
says Mr. Hodgin. and people who want good 
farms at low pricesin g counties where 
they can have all the advantages of nineteenth 
century rural civilization should cast an eye 
over train No. 2 and read the advertising 
matter we shall furnish.”’

It cost 
him just an even $215 to win the race. Beside 
having his bets declared off, his horse was run up 
$605 over the entered price, the race being a sell- 
ing event. The mare was entered for $400, and at 
the first sound of the auctioneer’s voice a stranger 
bid $1,000 for the animal and quietly slipped away 
when Col. Rice went $5 better ond retained his 
mare.

“Last year the sealing schooner Mattie 
Dyer left three men there to hunt polar bear. 
I found one of the party, Peter Viani, who 
was reduced to the extremities of, his provis- 
ions. He had secured during the winter but 
one large and one small bearskin and desired 
to be taken off the island. Viani reports that 
the other two men, Fred Burns and J. B. 
Pulsford, had gone in a dory to Hall's Island 
May 4, taking with them provisions for not 
more than a week. Since then he had neither 
seen nor heard anything of them. 

“ The probability of the schooner returning 
for the men being uncertain, I took Viani on 
board, leaving a board on the house stating 
the fact and that I had gone to Hall’s Island 
to look for the other men. I also left in the 
house some provisions, should they return 
there. Next day I steamed up the east side of 
St. Matthew’s Island to Hall’s island. and 
made a thorough search for them there, but 
found nothing to indicate them except a 
place where men had probably camped for a 
night about three weeks before. 

“I then steamed around the island, close to 
and dow the west sido of St. Matthew’s 
Island to Pinnacle Island, thinking that pos- 
sibly the men had gotten there and lost their 
boat and couldn’t get off, but nothing could 
be seen to indicate a man's being there. As 
they could be found on neither Hall’s nor 
Pinnacle Island I am forced to believe that 
they were either taken off by some passing 
whaler, which now seems improbable, or that 
their boat ca and they lost their lives.

LEFT OUT OF THE SUNDRY BILL, 


No Appropriation Made to Check Up Post- 
masters’ Money-Order Accounts. 


Wasnineror, D. C., Aug. 10.— Special. ]— 
There are twenty disappointed would-be clerks 
in the city, a disgusted set of Postoffice De- 
partment officials, and before many weeks the 


disappointment will extend to thousands of 
Postmasters throughout the country. The 
trouble arises out of the omission from the 
Sundry Civil biil of an appropriation of $5,000, 
intended to enable the Sixth Auditor’s office 
of the Treasury Department, which audits 
Postmasters’ accounts, to employ twenty peo- 
ple for six months at the rate of $500 per year, 
to assort several million paid money orders 
which have accumulated and are accumulat- 
ing in the office, and which, in their present 
state, prevent the settlement of thousands of 
Postmasters’ accounts. When the Sundry 
Civil bill was prepgred this item was em- 
bodied in it, and the department understood 
that it was going through all right. Employés 
were selected out of the classified service, 
and yesterday the Deputy Sixth Auditor 
went up to the [reasury Department to 
consult about the final appointments. There 
it was discovered that the appropriation had 
been left out of the bill. The omission of the 
item will cause vexation and delay to thou- 
sands of Postmasters throughout the country 
who desire settlement of their money order 
accounts. iggy + ag several million — these 
money order blanks, representing business 
r various offices, now stacked up 
ingtorage-rooms of the Sixth Auditor’s office, 
They must be assorted from the pile and sepa- 
rated into different lots before the accounts 
can be checked.

FIVE DOLLARS FOR THE ROUND 
TRIP, CHICAGO TO KANSAS CITY. 


Notice Given by the Santa Fe That It Will 
Make That Rate for the Knights of 
Pythias Convention at Kansas City— 
Manipulation of Rates by Other Lines 
Alleged—Argument in the Kansas Anti- 
Trust Case— World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion Rates—Railroad Notes. 


Fierce as the fight over Knights Templar 
rates to Denver has been there will be a still 
more bitter fight over rates to the encamp- 
ment of Knights of Pythias to be held in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., Aug. 23 to 27. Undismayed by 
the rulings of Chairman Caldwell in the Den- 
ver rate trouble and the. abuse ot competing 
roads, the Santa Fé again takes the lead in 
protesting against the cutting and manipula- 
tion of rates to the Knights of Pythias Eu- 
campment by competing lines, and it has just 
applied to Chairman Caldwell for relief by 
authorizing a rate of $5 for the round-trip to 
Kansas City and return. 

The grievance the Santa Fé has in this case 
appears to be much stronger than in the 
Denver case and Chairman Caldwell can 
hardly refuse to comply with its request. 
Should he, nevertheless, decline to authorize 
the reduced rate the Santa Fé proposes to 
take the same action as in the Denver case 
and make such rates as will give it a fair pro- 
portion of the business. 

The following communication sent by Pas- 
senger Traftic Man r White of the Santa 
Fé to Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas 
senger Assuciation yesterday afternoon fully 
explains the situation: 

It becomes our duty to direct the attention of 
the Western Passenger Association to the condi- 
tion of rates for the encampment of Knights of 
Pythias to be held in Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 23 to 
27, 1892. For this occasion it was agreed by both 
the Western Passenger Association and the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association that a rate of one fare.for 
the round trip would be made.

Argument by George R. Peck in the Kan- 
sas Anti-Trust Case, . 


The brief and argument of George R. Peck, 


solicitor for the Kansas raitroads in-the-netion--} 


brought by the United States Attorney for 
the District of Kansas by direction of the At- 
torney-General, claiming that the agreement 
of the Trans- Missouri Association is in con- 
travention of the anti-trust act, has just been 
submitted to the court. ä 
The argument is an elaborate exposition of 
the case from the railroad point of view, and 
covers 104 printed pages. In discussing 
competition in its legal aspect Mr. Peck 


says: 
Much is said in the bill onthe subject of com- 
petition, though this word is not used in the anti- 
trust act, Whatever relation competition has in 
this case is purely in respect to its beari 
upon the legal doctrine of restraint o 
trade and monopolies. Competition is 
an exceedingly general tei m. The 
government insists that it is to be free, unregu- 
lated, aud unrestricted, and that this is what the 
public is entitled to; that all the forces of com- 
petition shall be given unlimited play, and that if 
persons or corporations engagéd in business take 
any step whereby the play of competition is in 
any manner restricted, limited, regulated, or 
modified, public rights are thereby violated. 
This is not the law; and it was not the law 
even at the time when the public policy of En- 
gland regarded it with most favor. Public policy 
is a variable thing; and no man accustomed to 
the accurate use of language can now claim that 
free and unrestricted competition is in the public 
policy of this country or of England. Can any 
case be pointed out which holds that restraint 
upon competition is, without regard to circum- 
stances, ipso facto, illegal and void? No such 
cases exist, nor do the reasons, upon which rules 
of law are based, permit that any such doctrine 
should ever be established. 
When Adam Smith promu 
theory of competition the world hailed it as a 
beneficent discovery. But t was more than a 
century ago. Within the memory of men of mid- 
dle age now living all systems and methods of 
carrying on business have changed; steam, elec- 
tricity, and other powerful agencies which science 
bas brought to che aid of modern life have recon- 
structed the theory not only of Adam Smith. but 
theories—political, social, and economic—of many 
other great lights of history. Competition be- 
tween small tradesmen, limited to narrow local- 
ities, is an entirely different thing from the com- 
petition between the great factors of modern 
commerce, and as methods and agencies change 
public policy changes and the laws change with

‘Competition was always a legal public right, 
but free and unrestrained competition, like un- 
reguiated liberty of any kind, has always be- 
longed to the literature of doctrinaires and 
theorists, and never to the sober and sensible 
jurisprudence of the Anglo-Saxon race. 


WORLD’S FAIR PASSENGEK RATES, 


Meeting of Joint Conference Committee to 
‘Consider the Situation. 

The conference committee from the various 

passenger associations to consider rates dur- 
ing the period of the Columbian Exposition in 
this city next year assembled in the Rookery 
yesterday. The Trunk Line Association was 
represented by J. R. Wood of the Pennsyl- 
vania, George H. Daniels of the New York 
Central, D. I. Roberts of the Erie, Hurry 
Fuller of the Chesapeake and Ohio, N. J. 
Powers ofthe Grand Trunk, C. O. Scott of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, and D. MeNicoll of 
the Canadian Pacific. O. W. Ruggles of the 
Michigan Central and F. C. Donald, Vice- 
Chairman of the Central Traffle Association, 
represented the Central Traffic Association. 
W. F. White of the Santa Fé, C. H. Heafford 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul, and W. R. 
Busenbark of the Chicago Great Western 
represented the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion. 
As none of the associations was represented 
by a full committee the situation was discussed 
informally. Some of the trunk line repre- 
sentatives favored as high rates as could pos- 
sibly be made, and one of them wanted the 
rate fixed at one and one-haif fares for the 
round trip, or in other words make the rate 
$15 between New York and Chicago each way. 
A majority of the Western men, however, 
were opposed to such suicidal policy and did 
not think the rate should be more than one 
fare for the round trip. It was found that it 
would not be possible to make uniform rates 
from all points and lower rates would 
have to be made from sparsely settled 
territory than from territory where the popu- 
lation 1s dense. 

It transpired that the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific had advised their European 
agents that they could make contracts at $18 
fur the round trip from Quebec or Montreal 
to Chicago, and this will no doubt co:npel the 
Eastern seaboard lines to get off their high 
horse and make fair and reasonable rates. 
The opinion is that the railroads cannot fix an 
established rate, but will be compelled by 
competition to make the lowest possible rates.

Montcomery, Ala, Aug. 8.—With thirteen 

counties yet to hear from Gov. Jones has a

practically offset each other, and they will 
make na material difference in the net ma- 
jority. During the official count Saturday 
some changes were made. The Returning 

Board of Pike County, for alleged irregulari-

But While All This Is Going On, Jus-

sistent Producers of Smoke and Soot— 
Various Excuses Which Some of Those 
Before the Bar of Justice Make. 


Rather more than the usual quota of habit- 
ual and chronic violators of the smoke ordi- 
nances were in operation yesterday, and con- 
sequently the effurts of public-spirited and 
patriotic citizens to abate the nuisance did not 
appear to good effect. Among the firms and 
business houses which achieved the unenviable 
distinction of being the most aggressive and 
offensive smokers yesterday were the follow- 
ing:

This round dozen, beginning and ending 
with the great business houses owned by Mar- 
shail Field & Co., was selected by the Smoke 
Society as including offenders in more than the 
ordinary degree. It will by no means be in- 
ferred that this list includes ail the offenders 
of. yesterday, or that the appearance of 
smoke in the cases cited is unusual. 

Others Getting Their Eyes Opened. 

While these buildings and plants went mer- 


rily on creating smoke, other offenders were 


making the discovery that there is really some- 
thmg in the public demand that the smoke 
nuisance be abated. Justice Glennon was on 
hand in the afternoon, and the grist of smoke 
cases continued on account of his absence 
from town last week was ground through 
with great dispatch. In fact there was little 
interruption to the regular routine of the pres- 
entation of testimony on the part of the 
Smoke Prevention Society, and the announce- 
ment by the Justice that the defenaant would 
be mulcted to the extent of $50 and costs for 
the good of the public. 

It was clearly smoke day in Justice Glen- 
non’s court- room. room was packed 
with people interested in the cases brought 
against smoke offenders. The Smoke Pre- 
vention Society practically had it all its own 
way. In the first place, it had its chef engi- 
peer and three assistants on hand to furnish 
the necessary evidence. 
the society was represented by Mr. Matz, its 
own attorney, instead of an attorney fur- 
nished by the city. The suits were, of course, 
brought in the name of the City of Chicago, 
but were conducted solely by the Smoke Pre- 
vention Society. The only outside interfer- 
ence was on the part of City Attorney Kern, 
who, at his own option and without expressing 
any reason therefor, dismissed the case of the 
society against the Fair. 


How some Offenders Escaped. 


were docketed. A few of these were continued 
on account of the defendants being out of 
town and no service having been secured. 
Among those who escaped in this manner was 
L. Z. Leiter, who was cited to appear as de- 
fendant in three cases. W. J. 
director of the smoke society, who was sum- 
moned to appear and show reason why he 
should not be fined on account of the opera- 
‘tions of his Wabash avenue building, is out of 
town, and for that reason the case against 
him was continued. Cases against two or 
three others were dismissed at the instance of 
the society, inasmuch as the defendants have 
furnished evidence that the smoke auisance 
will beabated. The cases against C. Jevue & Co., 
C. W. Storey, aud others were disposed of on 
this ground. Two or three other smoke of- 
fenders were permitted to take short continu- 
ances on the plea that the best efforts are now 
being put forth by them to prevent smoke. 
Attorney Condee made an impassioned appeal 
on behalf of the McVicker Theater Building 
and finally secured a week's continuance on 
evidence that the foundations for a new set of 
boilers are now being put in. Mr. Condee 
had a few criticisms to make about what he 
termed a self-appointed smoke-preventing 
com mittee and a self-constituted attorney rep- 
resenting it. The Chicago Fire-Place compa- 
ny, Nos, 266 and 268 Wabash avenue, showed 
no particular reason why the case against it 
should not be tried, but inasmuch as a con- 
tinuance bad been granted the Victoria Hotel 
a like continuance was given to the fire-place 
company. The Victoria Hotel proprietors, 
although violators themselves, ledged the 
original complaint against the Chicago Fire- 
Place company. 

Other defendants, among them Emerich 
Outfitting company, C. H. Quinlan, R. W. Hy- 
man Jr., representing the Howland Block, 
and Michael Shields & Co., the confectioners, 
considered that they could get a better quality 
of justice and equity at some other court- 
room, and took changes of venue to Justice 
Lyon. The change of venue in the case of M. 
Shields & Co. wastaken after the representa- 
tive of the house had made an effort to prove 
that its plant was exemplary in its operation. 

Thirteen Unlucky—as Usual. 

Thirteen defendants were fined $50 apiece, 
making the net results of the day’s work $650 
in fines, which would go quite a way toward 
refitting a number of the offending premises. 
One fine of $ and costs was inflicted on H. 
A. Hurlbut, as owner of the building at Nos. 
22 and 24 Custom House place. The list of

Robert Owens 
attempted to defend his building on 
Washington street and claimed that no 
sinoke could be seen tssuing from it. He 
took exception to the fact that W. J. Chalmers, 
a director of the society, had not been reached, 
and intimated that he would like to bea di- 
rector of the society himself. Justice Glen- 
non apparently wished to humor him in the 
matter and suggested that he begin his con- 
tribution to the cause by the payment of $50 
and costs. 
Mr. Haugan, representing the Gaff Build- 


ing and the Chicago Opera-House, fought 


manfuily and persistently for a continuance 
of the two cases, but was only rewarded by 
the imposition of two $50 fines. In regard to 
the Opera-House Building he pleaded guilty 
during evenings and on matinée days and 
seemed to want a special dispensation per- 
mitting the plant to produce clouds of smoke 
on the afternoons of Wednesday and Saturday 
in case it behaved well during the other days 
of the week. In regard tothe Gaff Building 
he claimed that the suit was the result of mis- 
taken identity.

EMPLOYER AND KAN KILL EACH OTHER. 


Mine-Owner Patterson’s Slayer Believed to 
Be One of the Ascension Murderers. 
Siiver Crry, N. M., Aug. 10.—There was a 
double kuling at Gold Hill, a mining camp 
forty miles southwest of this place, Saturday 
evening. James Patterson, à mine and mill 
owner, had in his employ a Mexican who is be- 
lieved to have been one of the men that killed 
Mancheta at Ascension, Mex., a few months 
ago.

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P FOR OBSERVING MARS. 


There Is Less of the Humid and Dust- 
Laden Atmosphere That Envelops the 
Earth to Look Through at That Point— 
Results Obtained in the United States 
and Europe Comparatively Inaccurate 
A Diagram Which Explains the Rela- 
tive Views from Chicago and Peru. 

The observations of Mars detailed by Prof. 
Pickering in the cable dispatch from Are- 
quipa, Peru, printed in Tun Trrsune of yes- 
terday, are of unusual interest for the reason 
that they were made at u point which is more 
favorable for the work than the best observa- 
tories in the United States. In speaking of 
Pickering’s observation Prof. Colbert said 
yesterday : 

„At Arequipa when at its highest altitude 
the planet Mars is within seven degrees of the 
zenith, while in Chicago, Boston, and other 
points in the United States it is more than 
sixty degrees from the zenith. For the best 
observations in the United States Mars at its

greatest or meridian altitude does not rise 
more than thirty degrees sboye the horizon. 
As illustzgted in the accompanying. diagram 
the astrénomer in Peru makes his observa- 
tions through less than half the atmosphere 
the one at any of the large obser- 
vatories in the United States 
is obliged to look through. 
The air carries with it in suspension numer- 


ous dust particles from solid matter on. the 


surface and also variable quantities of 
the vapor of water. Dust particles and vapor 
are always present in tne air. The vapor 
sometimes rises in quantities sufficient to de- 
posit four or five inches of water, were it to 
condense and descend to the ground below. 
Every one of these varticles of dust and vapor 
cuts off a portion of the light ray from an ob- 
ject and ales twists the ray out of its course 
and tends to break it up into some 
of the primary colors of the rainbow. 
Then the air near the surface is almost eter- 
nally in a state of tremor that makes the light 
rays passing through it unsteady and renders 
it impossible to use a high magnifying power 
at the eye end of the telescope. 

Owing to these causes the observatories in 
Europe are 12 cut of the question, 
they being in much greater north latitude 
than those of the United States, so that the 
planet at its greatest altitude is but a few de- 
grees above the horizon. It is this fact of low 
altitude that caste doubts upon the ac- 
curacy of the observations made even 
under the clearest skies of Europe. 
Prof. Pickering’s disadvantages of a smaller 
telescope at Arequipa than s.me of the ob- 
servatories in the United States is more than 
compensated by the advantages of his posi- 
tion. What be has seen agrees with the ob- 
servations in California, Though not identical 
with them his observations may be taken to 
indicate that the changes in appearance wit- 
nessed are due to the distribution of water. 
coming from the melting snow around the 
south pole of the pianet. If this be verified 
by other observations it will of itself 
form a most important contribution to 
the knowledge which some of the dwellers on 
the earth have gained i in regard to their neigh- 
bor in disguise.”’ 

The accompanying diagram represents the 
earth and its atmosphere in the plane of a 
meridian. The perpendicular line E E is one 
at the equator. N and 8 represent the posi- 
tions of the North and South Poles. The ob- 
servatory at Peru is a little more than 15° 
south from the equator, while Chicago is in 
nearly 42° of north latitude. The arrows in- 
dicate the directious in which Mars is seen by 
observers in Peru and Chicago when crossing 
the meridian.

ACTIVITY IN 81 
STABLE CAR STOCK, 


Street Railway Market Dull and Rather 
Heavy—Grain Markets Narrower, Clos- 
ing at Medium Prices—Wheat and Corn 
Traders Waited for the Government 
Crop Report—Corn Lower Early, but 
Finally. Recovered—Provisions Active 
at a Lower Range. 


The market for Street’s Stable Car stock never 
before saw anything like such activity as that 
displayed yesterday, The total sales reached 
4,687 shares, and nearly the whole attention of 
the Exchange was absorbed in the transactions 
in this stock. One result of the activity was an- 
other advance in the price of the stock on top of 
the advance of Tuesday. The market got up to 
35% and closed at that price. A feature of the 
trading, and a feature which has been noticeable 
in tbe buying for several days, is that a great 
amount of the stock has been cash stock. Some 
one is taking a vast amount of these securities 
and paying for them. The brokers who are 
doing the buying declare the stock is 
being -taken by actual investors and put 
away as a dividend earner. One of the theories of 
the market is that the insiders believe there is 4 
great short interest, and they propose to run it 
in. Some short siock was probably covered yes- 
terday, but there was also some more short stock 
put out, and it is doubtful if the line of shorts 
was materially reduced. Partridge was noticed 
as.a prominent seller. He gave orders orer the 
rail to his brokers to sell several hundred shares 
on the morning call. He said that the stock was 
the last of the line he bought some weeks ago, but 
a good many traders believe that he was putting 
out a short line, having disposed of his long stock 
before. } 

This stock presents a good many attractive 
features as a speculative security, and the stock 
market just now is sadly in need of speculative 
stocks. The street railways may be set down as 
practically out of the speculative market. They 
have now reached a point where brokers dislike 
to handle them with anything like the ordinary 
margins for miscellaneous customers, and there 
are few speculators daring enough to attempt to 
operate in the street railway stocks on a margin. 
The brewery securities are unpopular with 
speculators because of the endless complica- 
tions in the beer war. There will undoubt- 
edly come a time when these brewery stocks will 
suddenly jump into popular favor as speculative 
securities, for there is no security on the list, not 
even excepting the street railways, which will 
more sharply feel the increased business which 
will come as the result of next year’s Worla’s 
Fair crowds. The other industrials are not spe- 
cially popular for fag, “eT and so it may come 
about that Street’s ble Car stock will become 
one of the leading speculative securities. It has 
in its favor the fact that it isa steady dividend 
payer and is selling at such a low price that carry- 
ing charges will be far below the returns from 
dividends.
